After a frustrating first half in which the cagers took the lead and then 
lost it, fell behind 39430 .at the half. The Foxes suddenly dominated play 
to take a 40-39 lead, but Carroll fought hard and, in the last thirty seconds 
scored seven points to cop the victory. 
Fenn 80 Carnegie Tech 74 
Within two minutes, O’Brien tallied nine points to put Fenn ahead to 
stay. The Foxes hit on 48.6% from the field. The victory was the tenth of 
the season, equaling the all-time high for a Fenn squad. 





WRESTUNG 


Although the 1964 season was some- 
what dismal for the wrestling squad, the 
season was filled with numerous high- 
lights. 

Included in these highlights was the 
outstanding performance turned in by 
heavyweight, Bill Minnick. In spite of 
losing his first three matches, Bill finished 
strong with five consecutive victories 
against tough opponents. Among the vic- 
tims was Thiel’s P.A.C. Champion, who 
was undefeated until Minnick took him to 
the mat in a most impressive match. Thus, 
Bill ended his college wrestling career and 
left a vacancy which will be difficult to 
Fill. 

Two other members who deserve per- 
sonal recognition are captain Leo D‘Amico 
and Kurt Will. 


Leo turned in a 4-5 record, but is best known for 
his deadly 3/4 Nelson, which proved effective in the 
later stages of the season. The 4-4-1 ledger recorded 
by Kurt Will deserves attention since Kurt was per- 
haps the toughest matman, along with Minnick. 





The other varsity members, some of whom were 
in their first year of intercollegiate competition in- 
cluded: Dave Gerard, although small in size, Dave 
more than made up for his small frame by utiliz- 
ing his strength with his brains coupled with 
sheer desire in overcoming his opponents; Eric 
Loveman, unlike the majority of Fenn’s wrestlers, 
Eric is known as a “leg” man. Throughout the 
entire season he played a defensive game count-

This determination 
was proven when Paul drew in his first intercol- 
legiate bout; Ralph Trepal, suffering through an 
extremely frustrating season, Ralph just couldn't 
seem to ignite as he completed his season winless. 
However, due to a severe ankle injury which 
hampered his success, Ralph stated that next sea- 
son he will regain his form; Chuck Higgins, suf- 
fering only discouragement but holding his poise, 
Chuck gave his best efforts throughout the sea- 
son. Perhaps his most impressive bout was against 
Heidelberg where he recorded an 11-2 decision.

WHERE WILL 
FENN GROW’? 


As this book goes to press, the State Legisla- 
ture is preparing to meet and discuss the 
proposal that Fenn be purchased and trans- 
formed into a state university. Conjecture is 
that the proposal will include a provision that 
the campus be located in the downtown Cleve- 
land area. The plan thus far developed by the 
present administration of the college includes 
a diagram of the area which a huge university 
might occupy. 

Will the State act to purchase Fenn? If 
it does, where will the university be located? 
What if the Legislature rejects the proposal? 
How rapidly could Fenn, on its own, grow 
to meet the need for greatly enlarged facili- 
ties? These are questions which only time can 
accurately answer. These have been exciting 
times. The years ahead could be even more 
so. Who knows what will happen. Perhaps in 
ten years a sprawling campus will enhance 
the city. Or, maybe Fenn College will have 
added a few buildings to its present plant.
